The ancestors of the Nelsons of Craven County were 

apparently Irish Protestants and a pear upon the records in 
Charleston and Prince Frederick’s Parish in the early part 
of the eighteenth century. 

She earliest mention yet found is June 1725 when 
Matthew Iieilson, with his wife Jane, sells land in 3erkley 
County on January 1, 1729/30. Alexander Trench makes his 
will end speaks of his cattle at his Barony of Raphoe in the 
hands of Matthew and John iieilson. (S.C.H. & G. Magazine, V, 6, 
page 164). The Will of Jared Iieilson, Jr. dated 1771 mentions 
relatives in Ireland. 


I. 

Matthew Nelson lor Iieilson as was the form most used 
before 1800) describes himself as of Prince Frederick’s parish. In 
1732 William Greenland records 360 acres in Berkley purchased in 
1725 from Matthew Iieilson and Jane his wife, part of Bay leys Grant 
of 48,000 acres (sold by Alexander Trench) to Matthew Iieilson and 
on taay 20, 1736 Matthew Iieilson of Santee, Berkley County, planter, 
sells to John Colleton of Fairlaw seventy-five acres, granted 4th 
Jeeember 1755, to Matthew Iieilson in Berkley County, bounded li.W. 
on Mistress Brunston; So.E. on said Matthew Nelson, So.W. on 
vacant land and Il.jjJ. on Santee River. S. Colleton. 

Matthew Iieilson made his will 26th of August 1742: 

"I, Matthew Heilson, of Prince Frederick’s Parish / , , . very sick 

and weak ... but sound in mind. I give my two negroes, all 

the steers and male kind of my cattle and horses (after ray debts 

are paid) to be divided equally among my four grand-sons, viz: 

Matthew Iieilson, son of my eldest son George; Samuel Iieilson, son 

oi ray son John, William Heilson, son of my son William, and William 

Reilson, son of my son Samuel. Mv son pnn.* +. >. 

son William to have the refusal 











of the negro named Cain at the value. My eldest son George Neilson 
my hed and beMba&d. To my nephew Jerad, his son Jared Neilson, 

six year old heifers. To my sons George, John, William and Samuel

and my daughters Mary and Elizabeth all my breeding cattle to be 
divided equally among them. My sons George, John, William and 
Samuel to be executors.” Witnesses - John Livingston, John Allen, 
Henry Spry. Proved 2nd April, 1744, when two executors qualified, 
names not given. 

Matthew Neilson (1) had wife named Jane, they had issue: 

3. 1. George Neilson of Prince Frederick's (bom 1707 or earlier, 
if only 22 in 1730 when his son Matthew was baptized), Married 
Elenor Neilson, daughter of John J. Neilson and died 1742. 

John Neilson of Charleston and Black Elver; bom 1710 
or earlier and died about 1759. Married first 1731 Susannah 
Edgar. Married 2nd 1742 Sarah Warmingham.

John Neilson, who may have with Matthew had charge of 
i.rench s caotle at Rsphoe in 1729/30. Ho further account of 
him has yet been recovered. He was probably the father of Jared 
iieilson, nephew of Matthew (1) and of Elenor who married George 
Neilson (3). He may habe returned to Ireland and It Is probable 
that he was the ancestor of the Kelson of Kelson's Ferry. In 
1756 the Jerry over Santee River, commonly known as Beard's Ferry, 
was veeteu in James Beard for a term of seven years (St. at Large 
V. 9, 185) and in May 1762 it is spoken of as Nelson's Ferry, late 

Beard. Among the memorials filed in London by South Carolina 
Lawyers is one of Joshua Nelson, December 15, 1787, who recites

that his father lived in St* John's Parish, Province of South 
Carolina, and kept the ferry on the Santee River known as Nelson's 
Ferry, Father died in 1781 of smallpox leaving no will; had three 
sons William, Ambrose and Hoshua. Also two daughters, Sarah, wife 
of John Martin Strubin, and Frances, married but memoralist does 
not know to whom; father left also a widow named Ann; two brothers 
now dead, William left no issue; Ambrose left son named John who 

is living (&e believes) in St. Augustine as his brother died there. 
Ann Neilson claims interest with her son, (from manuscript copies 
in Sew York Public Library, Yol. 56, page 607). 

In the absence of any positive records the issue of 
John Bellson given here is based chiefly upon inference. 

9. 1. Jared Heilson, nephew of Matthew ID and brother-in-law 
of George Neilson (3) his will was proved 1755. Married Lorcas 
(Brunson?) 

10. II. Eleanor Neilson who married her cousin George Neil son (3) 
sometime before 1730, and died about 1776. 

11. III. ? Esther lieilson, who married John Sullicand in 1731, 

(St. Phillips Register) (See Will of Matthew Neilson 1771.) 

IS. IY. ?? James Neilson, an Innkeeper of Charleston who married 
Ann Howard, widow of Thomas Easton and died without issue. 

13. Y. ?? A daughter who married Samuel Bennet (see Will of 
Matthew 1771.) 

14. YI. ?? William Neilson, with wife Margaret, living in Ireland 
in 1?7S, father of William Charles, anu the Jared Neilson, Jr. of 
St. Marks who makes his will in 1772.

George Neilson (Matthe^) of Prince Frederick's Parish; 
if ah years old in 1720/30 when his son Matthew was baptized, then 
bom 1708 or earlier. He was Justice of the Peace for Craven County 
in 1737. (So.Ca. Hist, & Genealogical Magazine Yol. XI). Had 
several land grants in Craven Co. in 1741. (South Carolina Gazette, 
Jan. 1, 17c 3). Married Eleanor, daughter of his uncle (John -X.?) 
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Heileon; she died about 1776. (DeSaussure' s Equity Reports Vol. 1.) 
His will was made Sept. 15, 1742. - To wife Eleanor £. 1000, negro 
Judy, bed and furniture, horse and Saddle. Three daughters, 

Jane, Isabel and Mary 3*. 1000 each when married, or when son son 
Matthew is of age. 

Remaining part of estate to be divided between two sons 
Matthew and Jared when Matthew is of age* wife pregnant, if a son 
to share with his brothers, if a daughter than 3s 1000 like her 
sisters. 

Wife, son Matthew when 16, Brothers John, William, 

Samuol and Jarad (sic, brothor-in-law). Eelson to be executors. 

(Signed) George Kelson.

Mary Brunson. ) Witnesses. 

Elisabeth Cantoy. ) 

Proved IB August, 1743, when allthe executors <jualified except 
Matthew who was under age. 

George and Eleanor Eeilson had issue, 

15. 1. Matthew Keilson; he was baptised March 1729/30, and his 
baptism is recorded in tho register of the Williamsburg (Presby¬ 
terian) Church; as the register was begun in 1743, this was 
evidently recorded afterwards to preserve the family history. 

It is the first record in the book and is as follows: 

n In March 1729 (30) Georg© Kelson to his wife Helen had a 
son baptised named Matthew." (Howe, History of the Presbyterian 
Cnureh in S. C. VI, page 254) and he died in February 1771, aged 
41 years. In his death notice he is called Major Matthew Jleilson 
(S.C. Gas. & Country Journal, Peb. 19, 1771, and "flayne Record 1 '). 
He apparently married Martha, daughter of Joseph Canty, who pre¬ 
deceased him. He had no children. His will dated Jan, 12, 1771, 
and proved May 1771 mentions numerous relations. He was a member 
of the Assembly in 1760. Commissioner of St. Marks in 1757 , and 

a Justice of the Peace for St. Marks parish. The following is an 
abstract of his will. 

X. Matthew Kelson of St. Harks Parish. Craven Co., weak in 
body. (5=0) IS January 1771. To ray Mother, all ray slaves, tract

of 640 acres (except £0 acres and 4 chains of it at the east corner) 
and all the tracts joining thereto (except only what is left out 
by C&pt. Anstey’s surrey of a 500 acre tract adjoining.) . . * All 
my horses and cattle on said plantation in St. Maries parish for 
her natural life • . . • To sister Isabella Norvelle during her 
widowhood 20 acres and 4 chains on which her house and out houses 
are built, being part of 640 acres granted to me . . . . likewise 
what may remain of 500 acre tract ... after her decease or 
marriage the said lands to devolve to the Possessor of the residue 
of my lands or estate ... Also 1 200 currency yearly from date of 
my death until her marriage or death. So Eleanor Norvelle and 
Isabella Norvelle my neices £ 5000 currency each ... to be educated 
out of the interest of same.. 

Cousin John Neilson , son of Samuel Neilson of Black 
River, six young negro slaves, three boys end three girls, between 
12 and 14, to be purchased for him within two years after my de¬ 
cease. 

To Cousin William Neilson, all that he is indebted to me 

Cousins Hosiah, David and John Nelson, all that they 
are Indebted to me. 

Cousin John Sullivan £1000 out of the money due me by 
his mother Esther Sullivan. 

Cousin Samuel Neilson now of the Province of Ga. all 
the cattle of mine he drove to that Province and likewise l/4 part 
of my stock which Daniel Brunson drove to Georgia... 

Cousin Jared Neilson now residing with me 4 negroes... 

1/4 of cattle, Daniel Brunson drove to Georgia and 50 acres land 
on Taueaw Creek joining Robert Gibson and Esther Sullivan (&o) 
and during my Mother*s lifetime he is to have £200 a year to live 

with her and transact her business both in Charles Town, and Country. 

To the heirs of Samuel Bennett now residing in the High 
Hills of Santee, a negro wench and her children now under mortgage 
to rael mortgage to be delivered to said Samuel Bennett. 

Abraham Smith orphan boy living with me to be educated 
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at & trade ami a negro to be given Mm ana put to same trade. 

To George Evans, 150 acres where he now lives. 

Brother Jared Heilson residue of personal estate and 
plantation where I now live,and all tracts adjoining to him and 
his male issue and in default of sueh issue then the eldest male 
of the Heilsons of which I am descended both my relations by my 
Father and ray Mother's side, still to devolve to the eldest 
male of them and it is my will and desire that the said Lands 
shall not devolve to any but one of the name of Heilson . , . ill 
other lands to be sold.

16. XI. Jared heilson of St. Matthews Parish; he married apparent¬ 
ly Letitia ___ but seemingly had no male issue, since 

u&mue1 Heilson oi ulaok niver inherited the land of Matthew (16) 
Heilson. His widow married William Henderson about 1782 (December) 
(Marriage settlement in Columbia VI - p. 113 ). 

Jared Heilson left a will, and Win. K, Davis was one of the 
Bxeoutors, but the will has not been found. From DeSaussure 
Court of Equity (T.l) we learn that his estate was much involved 
ana that his brother Matthew's estate was badly mismanaged by him. 

17. III. Isabella Heilson. She married James lorvell of St. Marks 
Parish who died intestate about 1171; Jared Heilson Sanr. and 
Jared Heilson, J*nr. where were his administrators. They had two 
daughters. Eleanor, bote 4 May, 1761, who married Wm. Ransoms 
-■>avis as his first wife, and had issue, and Isabella who married 
Capt. John Mayrant in 1783, She died Jan. 3. 1883, aged 70 years. 

JOlU1 Mayraat was * ith paul Jones o» the Bon Homme Richard; he died 
in fennessee, and numerous descendants of John Mayrant and his 
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wife Isabella, now live in Mississippi and Louisiana*

19. V. Jane Kelson, baptised Oct. 81, 1733. {Circular Church 
Register) She married June 8, 1755 fSt. Phillips Register) 
Christopher Easton; had one child, Matthew Kelson B&ston who 
probably died young, for he is not named in his uncle Matthew's 
will. Christopher Easton made his will BO March 1760; he then 
had wife named Susannah, child Hatthaw Kelson Easton, and names 
his brother-in-law Mathew Kelson one of his executors. 

It seems that all of the descendants of George Seilson, 
son of Matthew, are to be found among descendants of the two dau¬ 
ghters of Isabella Horvelle, Eleanor, wife of Wm. R. Davie, and 
Isabella, wife of John Mayrant.

John Heilson # (Matthew) of Charlestown and Black River. 
Ihe family bible records the birth of his son Samuel as having 
taken place at Black River, but he was baptised in the Independent 
(Circular) Church in Charlestown, and both of the marriages of 
John Kelson are recorded in the register of St. Phillips Church, 
Charlestown. He married Hov. 9, 1731, Susannah Edgar (St.Phillipe 
Reg.) and April 7, 1747, he married Sarah Warmlngfcam. He died 
about 1759, leaving no will. Henry RavSnel, James Leraox and David 
Peas were his administrators; his personal estate was valued at 
h l^oO © 1- - 16 ( Currency? and the appraisement was filed 11 June 
1759. In the South Carolina Gazette for June B3, 1759, the per¬ 
sonal estate of John Keileon, butcher of Charleston, is adver¬ 
tised to be sold at the plantation of Samuel Heilson in the fork 
of glacis, r-iver. Henry Ravenel, James Lemox and David Deas 
administrators (probably as chief ©realtors.) 

(# He may be the John Heilson mentioned with Matthew in 
breach's will, 17B9/30.) * 

John Heilson and his first wife Susannah Edgar had issue 
* 0, 1 * s -ggft el Kelson, born on Black River Sumter District, 

Member 28, 1732. baptized In tba Independent or Congregational 
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Church In Charleston by the Eev. JJathan Bassett, Oct. 31, 1733.

Leah Gable.

He is apparently the 
Samuel Heilson whose will is on file at Sumter; "Samuel Heilson 
of St. Marks Parish, 18 December, 1782. Wife (not named), but 
qualified as Sarah Kelson.) Three children, Isabella, Samuel 
and Mary. Son under age. Wife, William Little and John Paisley, 
Executors. Proved before John Canty, Esq. 11 May, 1785.

John Nelson of St. Marks parish; was appointed deputy 
surveyor 17 January, 1767. On June 30, 1772, Jared Nelson of 
St. Matthews was granted administration on the state of John 
Nelson, late of St. Marks, and Sept. 81, 1772, fhoraas Farr, Jr. 
of Charlestown was granted citation to administer on estate of 
John Nelson oSt. Marks parish, planter, deceased* 

His inventory, shown 28 Dec. 1772. Ihoraas Farr, Jr. 
Administrator, shows an estate of the value of h 1178 - 5; among 
the items are 48 surveying books and instruments, and l/4 part 
of & stock of cattle in the province of Georgia, (fhia is apparently 
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the cattle in Georgia willed by Matthew Heilson (15) to his cousin 
Jared Heilson, Jr., and by Jared, Jr. to John Heilson,} 

On March 19, 1774, Amy Heilson of St. Marks, widow, was 
granted citation to administer to the estate of John Heilson, 
planter, of the said parish, deceased; whether this was the same 
John or not does not appear* 

32, IT. Dorcas kelson, who married in 1761, Richard Richardson, 

Jr., and is the heroine of the story in Mrs, Elletts "Eoraen of the 
American Revolution. n

A number of these married and left descendants; tlie U. S. Census 
for 1790 shows a number of Kelsons in the old Craven County Section 
then Camden District. As there is little data in Charleston after 
1783 except for Charleston County, it is impossible to trace their 
descendants from here; the records at Camden, Sumter and Kingstree, 
also Columbia, would ha.ve to be examined, and even then, with the 
lose of the Georgetown and Orangeburgh records, the reconstructing 
of the various family groups would be difficult.

Eleanor (John?)2* married George Heilson (3) See under 
account of him. She died about 1776; her will is missing from the 
records in Charleston, 

In this group probably belongs Jareu. Heilson, Junr. of 
St. Marks -.whose will dated Z Feb. 1772, and proved 4 Dec. 1772, 
mentions the following: Land on Jawcau Creek and three negroes 
left me by ray friend Matthew Heilson, deceased, tobe sold and the 
money sent to my parents in Ireland, and brothers in same place, 
Vizt. Father William heilson 20 Gx%as. Mother Margaret Heilson 
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60 Guineas. Brothers Charles and William Heilson the remainder. 

Cousin John Heilson, Senr. of St. Marks parish stock of cattle 

in Georgia left me by said Matthew Kelson.

Nor. 28, 1778, Family Bible.) He appears in the records after 

1767 as Samuel Heilson, Senr. to distinguish him from Samuel (26) 
son of Samuel {6), No will of his has been found. Before 1767 
he received a number of land grants as Samuel Seilson, Jr. In 
August and September, 1791, Samuel Nelson makes various deeds of 
gifts to his daughter Martha Potts, daughter Elizabeth Heilson, 
daughter Mary, son Samuel Edgar, and son James, and on 13 April, 
1803, he makes a deed of gift to his daughter-in-law Margaret 
Nelson, Samuel Edgar Nelson and John Nelson were witnesses. 

These deeds are all recorded in Sumter. In 1769 he received a 
grant, as Samuel Nelson, Jr., of 250 acres in the bottom of the 
fork of Black Hiver. In 1734, June 30th, Samuel heilson, Sr. and 
Jean his wife, sell to John Davis, land which Samuel Heilson 
inherited i.rom the estate of Matthew Heilson. This was evidently 
under the clause in the will of Matthew Nelson (15) who provides 
in caca ix * Ci or other Jared Kelson has no sons, that certain lands 

shall go the eldest lining raalo by the name of .Heilson, among his 
relations. 

Samuel Nellenn and Jean Gamble had issue:

Her will is on file in Sumter. Dated £1 July, 1809, Proved 4 Jan¬ 
uary, 1819. Mentions: Brother Samuel Edgar Deleon, Nephew 
Miles Hampton PIowden Stephney Molira (probably a grand-nephew), 
Heiee Mary Kelson Plowden, Eeice Mary Potts, Nephew Samuel James
